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Continuation of 1 1 : 

Applicant argues (page 4) that their claimed invention (claims 2 and 4) differs from the 
prior art because "the compression techniques described in Walker are not compatible for 
applications in which the depth maps are used for stereoscopic rendering." In particular, 
Applicant contends that Walker's compression techniques "would effectively collapse the overall 
depth range down, leading to a very shallow, undesirable 3D stereoscopic perception." Id. 

In response, the Examiner would like to point out that the claims do not require 
stereoscopic rendering having a high depth range. Instead, claim 4 merely requires "enabling 
conversion of the 2D images and viewing of the converted 2D images. . (claim 4, 11. 6-7). This 
suggests that the actual conversion and viewing process itself are not required, as long as the 
conversion and viewing are enabled. In this case, Applicant has failed to show that the depth 
data of Walker used in conjunction with Trika's stereoscopic viewing system does not enable the 
conversion and viewing of the 2D images. Therefore, the Examiner maintains the position that 
the combination of Walker and Trika disclose the features recited in claims 2 and 4. 

Applicant further argues (page 5) that the combination of Tseng and Trika do not disclose 
the features recited in claims 2 and 4. Particularly, Applicant contends (page 5) that while Tseng 
discloses creating depth map data, Tseng fails to disclose receiving the depth map data. In 
response, the Examiner would like to point out that once the depth map data is created, it must be 
transmitted and received to be of any use. 

Applicant also argues (page 6) that Tseng discloses reconstructing the images, but fails to 
disclose applying a conversion to the images. The Examiner disagrees. The reconstruction 
process of Tseng is construed as a conversion of the images because the image data is converted 
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from its original state to another reconstructed state. Therefore, contrary to what Applicant 
contends, the combination of Tseng and Trika disclose the features recited in claims 2 and 4. 
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
